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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 26 February 2007 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicants assert that they have interpreted the Office Action to indicate 
"Williams' electrodes 32 and 34 rotate around a line that runs through transducer 36 and 
the center point of Figure 3B". Examiner asserts that this is one acceptable way to 
describe the rotated/oscillatory motion associated with Figure 2 of Williams. Applicants 
argue that 'contrary to the Office Action's assertion, Williams' Figures 3A to 3C show 
electrodes 32 and 34 moving from right (Figure 3A) to left (Figure 3C) across the center 
point of Figure 3B'. Accordingly, Applicants argue, Figures 2, 3A, 3B, and 3C do not 
disclose an oscillating body axially supported by a support member such that the 
oscillating body oscillates about the support member. 

In response, Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicant's assessment of the 
Williams' disclosure. Specifically, Examiner asserts Figure 2 of Williams discloses an 
oscillating body (32 and 34) axially supported by a support member (36) such that the 
oscillating body (32 and 34) oscillates about the support member (36). Although the 
oscillatory motion is significantly planar, with respect to test surface (20), a certain 
amount of deflection to and away from test surface (20) is understood from the 
mechanics of the setup as displayed in Figure 2. Although not directly observed from 
Figures 3A and 3C, part of the oscillating body, specifically, element 34, is understood 
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to be deflected behind element 32 in Figure 3A, and likewise, element 32 is understood 
to be deflected behind element 34 in Figure 3C. 

Additionally, Applicants assert that 'the Office Action asserts a combination of 
Williams and Werner that allegedly would disclose a support member is a torsion 
spring'. Applicants discuss particular elements of the disclosure of Werner, associated 
with Figure 2A, and address, for example, the oscillating motion indicated by arrows 40. 
However, Applicants do not specifically address the torsion member 36 of Werner, or 
why they believe the combination of Williams and Werner is inappropriate. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 
1986).
